1 have the honour to submit for transmission by the High Commissioner to the 
Secretary of State my Report on the finances of the Government of Palestine for the year 
1936-37, accompanied by the annual returns required by Colonial Regulation 354(a). I have 
also to offer the following comments on the principal features of the Report. 


SURPLUS BALANCES. 

2. The surplus balance on the 1st April, 1936, amounted to AP.6,267,810. The 
estimated revenue for 1936-37 was £ P.5,545, 1 937 and the estimated expenditure wae 
£ P.6,210.447. On this basis the surplus balance at the 31st March, 1937, would have been 
AP.5,603,300; resulting in a deficit for the year of AP.664,510. The actual surplus on the 
31st March, 1937, was. however, £P. 4,835,129.

Decreases occurred under every Head of the Revenue Estimates, except two, namely 
'Revenue from Government Property”, which showed an increase of AP.10,317 and “Mis¬ 
cellaneous” under which there was an increase of AP.1,021. The main decreases were under 
Head I, Customs (AP.580,531) f Head III, Licences, Taxes, etc. (AP.233,952), Head IV, 
Fees of Court or Office, etc. (AP.37,616), Head VII, Interest (d6P.16.770), and Head IX, 
Land Sales (dGP.13,559). All except seven of the twenty-six Heads of Ordinary Expenditure 
showed savings, the total being AP.120,569, and there were savings of AP.104,615 under 
Extraordinary Expenditure. The remaining seven Heads of Ordinary Expenditure showed 
excesses totalling d£P.321,667. There was a deficit of £ P.69,631 on the Railways for the 
vear. 


3. The decrease of AP. 1,432,681 in the surplus balance during the year is reflected 
in the following changes in the distribution of Government Assets and Liabilities at the 
31st March, 1936, and the 31st March, 1937, respectively :—

4. It will be observed that the balances deposited with the Joint Colonial Fund 
were entirely expended and that in addition it was necessary to borrow £1\675,000 from 
the Fund to meet payments to His Majesty’s Government amounting to £ P. 1,080,000 at 
the end of the year in respect of the excess cost of the Forces dispatched to Palestine during 
the disturbances. The decrease under Investments of Surplus Balances is largely due to 
the depreciation (£ P.165,704) in the middle market price of investments held on the 31st 
March, 1937, as compared with their book value at the 31st March, 1936. The decrease 
under Advances is mainly due to the write off of fP.119,788 in respect of irrecoverable 
Agricultural, Seed, Fodder and Earthquake Reconstruction Loans. The sum of £ P. 119,917 
was added to the amount advanced in resjwct of projects included in the Schedule to the 
proposed JEP.2 million Loan. 

5. The total funded debt of Palestine at the 31st March, 1937, which is shown as 
a footnote Jo the Statement of Assets and Liabilities, amounted to £ P.4,475.000 and the 
amount of the Sinking Fund at that date for the redemption of stock was dBP.408,354, an 
increase of UP.71,554 over the amount of the Sinking Fund at the 31st March. 1936. 

6. The following statement shows the fluctuations of Palestine's surplus balances 
sinre the Civil Administration was formed in 1920 :—

7. It will be seen from the foregoing that in the four years ended 1935-36 there was 
an increase of £P.5,537,037 in Government s surplus balances, or an average increase of 
£P.I,384,259, as compared with a fall of £P.1,432,681 in 1936-37. 

In the first complete year following the British occupation (1921-22) the revenue was 
£P.2,371,531, but this included a sum of approximately £P.323,000 in respect of taxes col¬ 
lected during the period 1st July, 1920, to the 31st March. 1921, on account of the Ottoman 
Public Debt, which should properly have been credited to revenue in the preceding year. 
Ten years later, however, revenue amounted to £P.2,354,696 only while the highest recorded 
revenue in the twelve years preceding 1932-33 was £P.2,809,324 in 1925-26. 




8. It will be seen that there was no appreciable increase in revenue until 1932-33. 
The factors contributing to the increase in the years 1932-33 to 1935-36 inclusive were set 
out in page 3 of the Treasurer s Annual Report for 1935-36. The following statement shows 
how the same factors were influenced by the strike and the disturbances in 1936-37 and it 
explains why the revenue receipts for 1936-37 showed such an appreciable fall:—

9. It is significant that the decrease in the number of immigrants in 1936-37 of in¬ 
dependent means was proportionately greater than the total decrease in immigration. The 
fall iii the number of travellers visiting Palestine occurred in the first nine months of the 
year, but there was an appreciable increase in the last three months when the number ap¬ 
proximately equalled the number in the last three months of the previous year. 

The increase in the amount of bank deposits and the reduction in long terra invest¬ 
ments, such as agricultural land, buildings and industry, reflect the present reluctance of 
the general public to invest monies in local undertakings, as the result of the events of 1936 
and of the uncertain political future of the country. The reduction in investment in 
citrus groves is, on the other hand, partly ascribable to appreciation of the tendency to over¬ 
production in the citrus industry and increasing apprehension of the difficulties of finding 
markets for citrus. I refer to the question of imports and exports in later sections of this Report. 

10. In paragraph 9 of the Treasurer’s Report for the financial year 1935-36 he com¬ 
pared the revenue for that year with that for 1931-32. The effect of the strike and disturbances 
in 1936-37 on the revenues of the year is partly revealed in the following comparative table, 
but it should be remarked that even before the declaration of the strike there were indications 





that recovery from the economic set-back which occurred in the Autumn of 1935 would be 
slower than had been anticipated; and it is doubtful whether the full estimated revenue 
would have been obtained even had peaceful conditions prevailed in Palestine. This must, 
howevei, remain largely a matter of conjecture —

11. In paragraph 10 of the Treasurer’s Report for 1935-30 he traced the growth of 
expenditure since the establishment of the Civil Administration in Palestine. In 1936-37 
expenditure was maintained, as far as possible, on the basis of the expenditure for 1935-30, 
any expenditure of a clearly avoidable nature being rigorously forbidden : but existing services 
had to be maintained and these account largely for the increases shown in the table in pa¬ 
ragraph 13. 


12. A full explanation of the factors governing expenditure for the year under review 
is furnished in paragraph 64 of the accompanying Report, while paragraph 37 below deals 
with expenditure arising directly from the disturbances.

14. As pointed out in paragraph 12 of the Treasurer’s Report for 1935-36 surplus 
balances are fully required to meet outstanding commitments. The increase in the population 
by immigration and natural increase creates demands for capital works and recurrent services 
which must be met if the country is to develop on progressive lines. Until recent years 
little or no surplus had been available from the ordinary annual revenues to meet the ever 
growing demand for development or for progression in the social services, and these had 
necessarily been restricted; but as pointed out in the Treasurer’s last Report the growth of 
revenue receipts during the four years ended 1935-36 had enabled additional funds to be 
devoted to these purposes. 

15. Deficiencies in capital expenditure in the early years had been partly made good 
by the provision of loan funds in 1927 which had been utilized for the purchase of the Palestine 
Railways, general railway improvements, harbour construction at Haifa, and improvements 
to Jaffa port, the improvement of telegraph communication ,and the construction of Govern¬ 
ment buildings. There remained, however, considerable arrears of capital expenditure and 
au effort was made to overtake these and to keep pace with the current demand for capital 
works as soon as the annual revenues in 1933-34 improved. That these efforts were not 
relaxed in 1936-37 in spite of the economic set-back may be seen from the following table :—

16. In addition to the foregoing, sums amounting to £P. 1,172,841 had been expended 
on capital works in the years 1933-34 to 1936-37 in anticipation of the projected new loan and 
of this sum £P. 119,917 was expended in 1936-37. 

17. The growth of the agricultural and social services was referred to in paragraph 16 
of the Treasurer’s Report for 1935-36. There was a further increase in expenditure in 1936-37 
as will be seen from the following table, but that increase served only to maintain existing 
services. Many desirable schemes of expansion were postponed, including some for which 
the Secretary of State’s approval had already been obtained. It should he explained that 
the expenditure shown in the table does not include expenditure on extraordinary works 
services:—

Any future expansion of these services is mainly dependent on the growth of 
stable revenue receipts; and, as explained in paragraph 14 hereof, the surplus balances at 
the 31st March, 1937, are fully required to meet outstanding commitments of a general nature. 




REVENUE .1936-37. 


19. The total revenue for the year amounted to dBP.4,640,821. Details appear in Ap¬ 
pendix II, and the main items of revenue are discussed in the detailed Report. The receipts 
for the year fell below the estimated receipts by £ P.905,116 and below the actual receipts for 

1935-36 by dBP.l,129,636. 

*20. Revenue is classified in Appendix II in accordance with the requirements of 
Colonial Regulations, and the classification in the Estimates, but the following summary 
shows a somewhat different classification, namely (a) the net revenue or expenditure of 
self-balancing Departments, (b) the gross figures of the main sources of taxation proper, and 
(c) the gross figures of other receipts (excluding the grant-in-aid). Reasons for this re¬ 
adjustment were given in paragraph 3 of the Memorandum covering the Report for 1934-

22. The increase in the volume of Posts and Telegraphs business transacted by the 
Department is shown in paragraph 174 of the attached Report. The revenue for the year 
1936-37 fell short of the estimate by jGP. 8,707 but exceeded the actual receipts in 1935-36 by 
JEP.58,597. It should be explained, however, that while expenditure includes a sum of 
£P.28,780 in respect of a contribution to an assets Renewals Fund, it does not include 
charges on capital expenditure (jEP. 188,126) met from Loan Funds or any charge in respect 
of interest on capital works carried out from surplus balances, either in 1936-37 or in previous 
years. 


23. The total revenue of the Palestine and Hijaz Railways fell short of the 
estimate by £P.42,642, while expenditure on Railway working and debt charges exceeded 
the estimate by £P.32,212, due to unforeseen expenditure arising from the disturbances; 




extraordinary expenditure was £P.5,223 less than the estimate. The figure of Railway 
revenue includes a moiety of the profits on the Kantara-Rafa Railway and the surplus of the 
Petah Tiqva Railway. 

24. Receipts from taxation proper fell to £P.2,976,482 or a decrease of £P.1,120,644 
on the actual receipts in 1935-36 and £P.822,128 below the estimated receipts for 1936-37. 
Customs and Excise Duties, etc. showed a decrease of £P.760,439 on the actual receipts m 
1935-36 and fell short of the estimate for 1936-37 by £P.590,952. It will also be observed 
that receipts from Stamp Duties, Registration of Land Fees, etc. showed a decrease of 
£P.229,592 on the actual receipts for 1935-36 and of £P.40,325 on the estimated revenue 
for 1936-37. 


25. The largest contribution to taxation was in respect of collections of Customs 
and Excise Duties, etc. Collections from these sources accounted for £P.2,363,558 of the 
total collections of £P.2,976,482 from taxation proper. The total value of imports for home 
consumption decreased from £P.17,233,151 in 1935-36 to £P. 14,448,700 in 1936-37, of which 
£P.10,146,700 and £P.6,953,800 respectively was in respect of dutiable goods. 


26. It is interesting to note that the total value of the imports for the first six months 
of the year was £P.5,868,755 as compared with £1\8,744,916 for the corresponding period of 
1935-36; and that the total value of the imports during the last six months of the year was 
£P.8,579,989 as compared with £P.8,588,235 in the corresponding period of the previous 
year thus illustrating the effect of the strike and the disturbances on trade in the first six months 
of the year. The total value of imports of food, drinks and tobacco increased substantially, 
mainly owing to increased imports of wheat anil Hour, but imports of manufactured goods 
were much reduced — building materials, textiles and silk tissues, wearing apparel, motor 
cars and their parts, benzine and machinery being the principal imports affected. 

The most important change in Customs Duties in 1936-37 was the exemption of hard 
wheat from Import Duty in February 1937. 


27. Exports are not subject to the payment of duty except in the case of antiquities. 
The total value of exports of local produce and manufacture increased from £P.3,758,500 in 
1935-36 to £P.4,425,000 in 1936-37. Citrus exports increased from 6,955,813 cases in 
1935-36 to 9,648,638 cases in 1936-37. The value of manufactured articles exported increased 
from £P.386,800 in 1935-36 to £P.450/200 in 1936-37. 


28. The manufacture of tobacco for local consumption decreased from 977,521 kilos 
in 1935-36 to 857,368 kilos in 1936-37 and the Tobacco Excise Duty decreased from 
£ P.248,251 in 1935-36 to £ P.214,946 in 1936-37. The output for local consumption of 
wines and spirits decreased from 2,439,017 litres in 1935-36 to 2,041,208 litres in 1936-37. 
On the other hand the local production of beer increased from 242,028 litres in 1935-36 to 
2,144,742 litres in 1936-37. There were also decreases in the local production of matches and 
salt. The total receipts from Excise Duties in 1936-37 were £P.330,333 as compared witli 
£P.358,078 in 1935-36. 

29. Receipts from Stamp Duties, Registration of Land Fees, etc., fell short of the 
estimate by £P.40,325. Receipts from Stamp Duties totalled £P.88,939 as compared with 
the estimate of £P.115,000; and receipts from Land Registration Fees totalled £1’. 196,289 
as compared with the estimate of £P.200,000. Fees for the Registration of Companies, etc., 
totalled £P.14,548 as compared with the estimate of £P.25,100. These items reflect the 
general retardation of business activity during the year. 


30. Receipts from Urban Property Tax and Rural Property Tax, including arrears 
of House and Land Tax, Tithe and Animal Tax fell short both of the estimates for the year 
and of the receipts in the previous year. Receipts from Urban Property Tax totalled 
£P.194,849 as compared with £P.241,041 in 1935-36 and the estimate of £P.275,000 for the 
year. Collections of Rural Property Tax totalled £P.84,747 in 1936-37 as compared with 
£P.100,530 in 1935-36 and the estimate of £P.165,000 for the year. Arrears of the latter 
tax at 31st March, 1936, amounted to £P. 100,619; and the assessment for the year 1936-37 
was approximately £P.175,000. The total arrears at the 31st March, 1937, were approx¬ 
imately £P. 138,000, but £P.16,500 of the assessment on citrus land was waived in view of 
the serious set-back experienced by the industry in 1936-37. The collection of arrears of 
Hoube and Land Tax in both urban and rural areas, and of Tithe totalled £ P.14,269 as 
compared with collections of £P.62,816 in 1935-36; and collections of Animal Tax totalled 
£P.19,283 in 1936-37 as compared with £P.39,376 in 1935-36. Collection of these taxes 
was rendered almost impracticable during the period of the disturbances in certain urban 
areas and in nearly all rural areas. There was, however, some recovery in the second half 
of the year after the end of the strike and disturbances, but arrears were still difficult to 
collect in rural and semi-rural areas owing to the resultant poverty of the peasantry. 




31. It will he observed that other receipts fell short of the receipts for 1935-36 by 
fP.43,984 and of the estimate by fP.67,467. A full explanation of the decreases is given 
in the attached Report. The following items were not included in the Estimates:—

32. The total expenditure during 1936-37 amounted to £ P.6,073,502, which was 
£P.166,114 over the approved Estimates and £P. 1,837,300 in excess of the expenditure in 
1935-36. The attached Report comments on ail important increases and decreases as com¬ 
pared with the Estimates, while the details of expenditure under sub-heads are given in 

Appendix m.

in the accounts. The following statement shows, however, the expenditure directly 
attributable to the disturbances, as approved by Special Warrants issued during the course 
of the year.

38. Expenditure during 1936-37 from funds provided under the Palestine Govern¬ 
ment 5% Guaranteed Loan 1942-67 amounted to £P.511 and total expenditure, since the 
Loan was raised, amounted to £P.4,422,421 at the 31st March, 1937. The proceeds of the 
Loan were £P.4.497,375 so that there remained an unexpended balance of £P.74,954 at the 
31st March, 1937.

41. In paragraph 38 of the Treasurer s Report for 1935-36 lie referred to the large 
withdrawal of deposits from local banks as a result of uneasiness caused by the Italo- 
Abyssinian crisis and the resultant increase in circulation from £P.5,561.2*28 al 1st August. 
1935, to £ P.7,545,134 at the 31st October, 1935. He also stated that with the easing of 
the international situation at the end of 1935 many deposits were returned to banks and that 
the surplus cash held by them was returned to stock against the issue of drafts on London. 
This reduced the amount in circulation at the 31st March, 1936, to fP.6,236,134. During 
Ihe course of the general Arab strike, which lasted from the 22nd April until the 12th 
October. 1936. there was no marked change in the amount of currency in circulation, but in 
the month following the cessation of the strike a sharp decline occurred which was followed 
bv further falls in succeeding months, as under:—

42. The sharp decline in November was to some extent caused by the return to stock 
by banks of cash balances which had been held in excess of their normal requirements to 
meet untoward financial eventualities during the disturbances; hut the main factor was the 
adverse economic and financial condition of the country resulting from the disturbances, the 
effect of which on the requirements of currency in circulation had been partially offset in the 
earlier months by the additional currency brought into circulation by the advent of the 
Military Forces. The heavy fall in circulation in January, 1937 was probably due to the 
withdrawal of troops in the previous month. 

It is interesting to note that by the 31st March, 1937, the amount of currency in 
circulation had fallen to practically the level reached in July, 1935, immediately before the 
occurrence of the banking crisis. 

During the year 1936-37 there was a deficit of £.101,611.7.8d. in the Profit and Loss 
Account of the Currency Board after the payment of a contribution of £100,000 to the 
Government of Palestine in respect of the year 1935-36. The loss was caused by the loss 
on sale and redemption of investments and by depreciation in the value of investments. A 
sum of £P.80,000 has been paid to the Palestine Government in 1937-38 as a contribution 

by the Currency Board in respect of the year 1936-37. 


43. The total currency in circulation at the 31st March, 1937, amounted to 
£P.5,626,134. The investments of the Palestine Currency Board at mean market price at 
the 31st March, 1937, amounted to £P.4,767,711; and at that date the Palestine Currency 
Board had £P.950,000 on deposit at the Bank and £P.304.980 in bank and cash balances. 
The market value of silver in coin in stock and in circulation at the 31st March, 1937, less 
10% to cover the cost of realisation, was £P. 152,314.

45. In the Treasurer’s Annual Report for the year 1934-35 reference was made to 
the recommendations of the Banking Committee appointed in that year to consider ways and 
means whereby the financial reputation and credit of the country might be safeguarded and 
the interests of bank depositors protected. Those recommendations have, in part, been im¬ 
plemented by the enactment of the Banking (Amendment) Ordinance, 1936, under which 
inter alia, monthly returns of assets and liabilities of institutions subject to the Banking 
Ordinance are now rendered to Government.

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47. In regard to the low cash ratio to sight deposits maintained by foreign banks, 
it will be appreciated that the figures in line 5 do not include :— 

(a) Balances totalling £P.3,279,197 (approximately 36% of their sight deposits) 
with their Head Office or their own Branches outside Palestine ; and 

(b) £ P.5,423,109 (approximately 59% of their sight deposits) in investments most 
of which are in gilt-edged securities. 

The bulk of the sum shown under (a) and (b) above could, it is understood, be made 
readily available for the purchase of currency locally. 

An Ordinance specifying further measures of control over banks was published as a 
Bill in 1937-38.

REVENUE. 

(Appendix II) 

2. The estimated total revenue for the year was £ P.5,545,937 and the actual collec¬ 
tions fell short of the estimate by £P.905,116. 

3. The decline in revenue, which set in early in December, 1935, and to which re¬ 
ference is made in the Treasurer s Report for the year 1935-36 was intensified during the 
first six months of the year 1936-37 owing to the Arab strike and disturbances. An im¬ 
mediate partial recovery occurred in October, 1936, when the strike ended, and the revenue 
estimate of £P. 5,545,937 was revised in February, 1937, to £ P.4,555,336. Actual collections 
exceeded the revised estimate by £P.85,485, owing mainly to under-estimation of the collec¬ 
tions for the period 1st January to 31st March of Rural and Urban Property Tax, Tobacco 
Excise, Fines and Forfeitures, Court Fees, Citrus Fruit Advertisement and Fruit Inspection 
Fees, Registration of Land Fees, and Posts and Telegraphs receipts. Moreover, a sum of 
£P.22.0(H) was recovered from the Jerusalem Municipality in respect of unspent balances of 
grants-in-aid paid in previous years. On the other hand actual collections of Import Dues 
fell short of the revised estimate by £P.20,521.

8. Interesting features of Trade in 1936-37 are :— 

(a) Imports of foreign goods for local consumption fell from £P. 17.233.200 in 

1935- 36 (of which £P.10,146,700 were dutiable goods) to £P. 14,448,700 in 

1936- 37 (of which £P.6,953,800 were dutiable goods). The decrease was approxi¬ 
mately 16%. 

(b) Exports of Palestine produce rose from £P.3,758,700 in 1935-36 (of which 
£P.386,800 were Palestine manufactures) to £P.4,425,000 in 1936-37 (of which 
fP.450,200 were Palestine manufactures). The increase was approximately 18%. 

The decrease of £P. 2,784,500 in the value of imports of foreign goods for local con- 
feumption is mainly due to the decrease in commercial activities in general during the first 
eight months of the year.

Item 17. House and Land Tax — Under the Estimate UP. 11,281. 

23. The decrease of UP.11,281 in respect of collections of House anil Land Tax is 
due to over-estimation of the amount of arrears collectable. Collection was adversely affected 
by the disturbances which made it virtually impossible for the collectors in some areas to 
pursue their normal avocations. The tax together with tile Tithe was replaced with effect 
from the 1st April, 1935, by the Rural Property Tax, except in the Beersheba and Huleh 
areas where the Tithe remains in force. The arrears of House and Land Tax at the 31st 

March, 1937, are UP. 135,424. 

Item 18. Tithes — Under the Estimate UP.13,450. 

24. The decrease of UP. 13,450 under Tithe was due to over-estimation of the arrears 
of revenue collectable mainly owing to the disturbances. The Tithe was replaced by the 
Rural Property Tax in all areas with the exception of Beersheba and the Huleh with effect 
from the 1st April, 1935. District Commissioners report that at the 31st March, 1937, 
arrears of Tithe totalled UP.108,645. The sum of UP.6,370 was remitted during the year 
on account of failure of crops in the Beersheba area. 

Item 19. Rural Property Tax — Under the Estimate UP.80,253. 

25. The amount of Rural Property Tax collected during the year was UP.84,747 or 
UP.80,253 less than the estimate. Arrears of the tax at the 31st March, 1936, amounted 
to UP. 100,619 and assessments for 1936-37 were approximately UP.175,000. The arrears 
of tax at the 31st March, 1937, amounted to approximately UP.138,000. UP.16,500 of the 
assessment of the tax on citrus land was waived and collection of the tax generally was rend¬ 
ered impossible in certain areas during the disturbances. 

Item 20. Urban Property Tax — Under the Estimate UP.80,151. 

26. The amount collected during the year in respect of Urban Property Tax was 
UP.194,349. which was UP.80,151 less than the estimated revenue. The net assessment 
payable during 1936-37 was UP.298,596 as compared with UT.253,000 in 1935-36. District 
Commissioners reported that at the 31st March, 1937, arrears of Urban Property Tax totalled 

UP.240,253. 

Item 21. Stamp Duties — Under the Estimate UP.26,061. 

27. The decrease of UP.26,061 under Stamp Duties is due to the economic set-back. 

Item 22. Excise — Matches — (>ver the Estimate UP.2,136. 

28. The Excise Duty on Matches exceeded the estimated revenue of UP.26,000 by 
UP.2,136. It decreased, however, from UP.30,933 in 1935-36 to UP.28,136 in 1936-37 and 
the production of matches decreased from 235,588 gross of boxes in 1935-36 to 219,603 gross 

of boxes in 1936-37. 

Item 24. Excise — Tobacco — Under the Estimate UP.30,054. 

29. The Excise Duty on Tobacco decreased from UP.248,251 in 1935-36 to UP.214,946 
in 1936-37.

The total of deposits estreated in Palestine and remitted from overseas countries, the laws

Item 13. Plant Fumigation — Under the Estimate £P.564. 


38. Great difficulty was again experienced, as in previous years, in collecting from 
the growers the cost of the fumigation of citrus trees undertaken by the Department of 
Agriculture under the provisions of the Plant Protection Ordinance. No fumigation was 
carried out by the Department of Agriculture during 1936-37, however, owing to the disturb¬ 
ances. The number of trees fumigated by grove owners themselves or through private agency 

during 1936-37 was 85,415.

As to (b), execution of judgment has been sus¬ 
pended pending examination of the results of an economic survey of citrus groves in the 
Acre Sub-District. 


Item 14. Porterage Charges, Haifa Harbour — Increase £P.4,407. 
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With effect from the 3rd December, 1936, the tariff of fees charged for porterage 
services at Haifa Harbour was revised and the fees generally increased. 

Revenue for the year exceeded expenditure on the service by UP.3,176. 

Ttkm 15. Quarantine Fees — Over the Estimate dEP.2,571. 

40. The excess over the estimate is due to the collection of fP.3,416 from the Iraq 
Petroleum Company in respect of arrears due from the Company for the period from October 
1934 to September 1936. 

Item 18. Registration of Companies and Partnerships — Under the Estimate ^P.10,737. 

42. The revenue under this item amounted to £P.14,263 which was £P.14,600 less 
than the revenue in 1935-36. The number of new companies registered in the last five 
years and the authorised increases in registered capital are as under :—

Item 17. Registration of Citizenship and Naturalization — Over the Estimate i!P.493. 

41. The Estimate of revenue from Fees for Registration of Citizenship and Natural¬ 
ization was 4*P.3.000, based on collections in previous years. In 1936-37 the sum of £P.3.439 
was collected as compared with £ P.3.121 in 1935-36. The number of certificates of natural¬ 
ization authorised in 1936-37 was 5,812 as compared with 7,240 in 1935-36. 

Item 22. Registration of Immigrants — Under the Estimate, £ P.16,281. 

43. Fees for registration of immigrants decreased from fP.45,503 in 1935-36 to 
4-F.23,719 in 1936-37. The collections in 1936-37 were less than those of 1935-36 by 
£ P.21,784 and were JEP.16,281 less than the estimate for the year, owing to the decline in 
immigration. Immigrants in 1935-36 numbered 56,549, while in 1936-37 the number was 

25,709. 

Item 31. Veterinary Receipts — Under the Estimate j£P.3,194. 

44. The revenue from this source was £P.3,194 below the estimate and fP.5,050 
below the previous year’s receipts. This fall in receipts was due to a reduction in the number 
of sheep and goats imported by land and sea routes, and a reduction in the imports of cattle 
by land routes. The number of animals imported during the past two years is shown below :—

The decrease is mainly due to the reduction in purchasing power of the population and 
the difficulties of transport during the disturbances. 
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Item 32. Reimbursements Railways — Under the Estimate £P.4,129. 

45. The estimate of revenue from this source was £P.11,200 but collections amounted 
to j 6P.7,071. The decrease was due mainly to the fact that the estimate included a sum of 
£P 4,000 in respect of the cost of printing services which it was expected would be rendered 
to the Railway by the new Government Printing Press. Owing, however, to pressure of 
other work, the Press was unable to undertake the printing work of the Railways during the 
year. 

Item 41. Reimbursements — Miscellaneous — Over the Estimate £P. 7,296. 

46. This sub-head is used for the classification of such sums received in reimburse¬ 
ment of expenditure as are not specifically provided for under sub-heads ; thus it is not easy 
to estimate receipts. The major receipts classified to this item in 1936-37 were sums re¬ 
ceived from institutions and individuals for the private employment of Police (£P. 1,07*2), 
receipts for printing services rendered by the Government Press to the Department of Posts 
and Telegraphs and the Trans-Jordan Frontier Force (£P.763), repayment of anti-malarial 
measures undertaken partly on behalf of the Palestine Electric Corporation (JJP. 1,586), 
payments by Municipalities for services rendered by the Colonial Audit Department 
(£ P.1,242), and fees charged to owners of property for supervision of construction of build¬ 
ings in the reclaimed area at Haifa by the Architect appointed by Government (dBP.2,452), 
and examination fees (JJP.669). 

Item 42. Sale of Departments Stores — Over the Estimate fP.4,704. 

47. It is always difficult to frame an estimate of the revenue likely to accrue from 
the sale of Stores. Receipts in 1935-36 amounted to £ P.7,161 and it was estimated that a 
sum of £ P.3,000 would be collected in 1936-37 ; but actual collections amounted to £ P.7,704. 

Item 45. Sale of Water in Haifa Harbour — Over the Estimate £P. 2,190. 

48. Payment for water purchased is effected under Head X, Item 86, and the total 
expenditure on this for the year 1936-37 was jBP. 1,836. The water is supplied to ships in 
Haifa Harbour by means of Government tugs. The increase is largely due to the presence of 
units of H.M’s Fleet for a long period in Haifa Harbour. 

Item 46. Sale of Water to the Jerusalem Municipality — £P.34,719. 

49. This is a new item covering receipts from the sale of water from the Has El Ein 
Supply to the Jerusalem Municipality. No provision for it was made in the Estimates for 
1936-37. The water is sold to the Municipality at the rate of 25 mils per cubic metre pumped 
into the municipal reservoirs at Romema on the outskirts of Jerusalem and 1,602,840 cubic 
metres were supplied in 1936-37. Actual receipts were, however, £P.34,719 only as payment 
is made quarterly in arrear and the payment for March quarter 1936 was £P.4,215 only as 
compared with £ P.8,655 in the corresponding quarter of 1937.

The decrease in collections at Jaffa is due to the cessation of work at that port for a 
considerable portion of the year, and this is reflected in the increased collections at Haifa, to 
which port goods were diverted. 


During 1936-37 the new Cargo Jetty Shed was completed at Haifa ami taken into use. 
The approximate area of this shed is 3,600 square metres. 


At Jaffa the following storage accommodation was completed as part of the Jaffa Port 
Improvement Works :— 

Sheds 36, 37 and 38 — 6,700 square metres 

North Transit Shed — 5,280 square metres 

South Transit Shed — 5,000 square metres 


The provision of dump areas within the port enabled the Department to give up the 
hired timber yards; and with the decrease in work at the port, the Town Transit Sheds were 
also surrendered at the end of the year. The Convent Stores previously used for citrus fruit 
exports and certain import* cargo also ceased to be used during the year although as these 
hirings are within the port area it is not possible to terminate the leases. 

The areas leased for storage of citrus fruit exports during the 1936-37 season were as

HEAD V. Posts and Telegraphs — Under the Estimate £P.8,707. 

51. The receipts under this Head, amounting to fP.477,493 were £P.8,707 under 
the estimate and dEP.58,597 in excess of receipts during 1935-36. 

The total revenue earned by the Department in 1936-37 was £P.25,609 less than the 
total expenditure incurred by or on account of the Department, as shown by the following

53. The short-fall of revenue under Parcel Post is largely attributable to the general 
reduction in the volume of trade caused by the disturbances; the same cause influenced the sale 
of stamps, the revenue from which failed to reach the figure anticipated when the Estimates 
were framed. The revenue for the last quarter of the year under Telegraphs and Telephones 
includes receipts from the Army Authorities, including £P.10,000 for telephone charges paid 
during the financial year. 

HEAD VI. Rbvenur from Government Property — Over the Estimate £P.10,317. 

Item 1. Revenue from State Domains — Over the Estimate £P.8,289. 

54. Revenue from State Domains was originally estimated at £P.34,000 (£P.30,000 
from Rents in the Reclaimed Area at Haifa, and £P.4,000 in respect of Rent from Other 
State Domains). 

On page 20 of Appendix I to the Revenue Estimates for 1936-37, the Original 
Estimate” column shows £P.30,000 and the “Revised Estimate” £P.*29,500. 

The receipts under this Head, amounting to £P.37,789 (£P.32,718 Rents from the 
leases of shops and oflice sites in the Reclaimed Area at Haifa, £ P.4,644 from Rents from 
Other State Domains ,and £ P.427 by way of rent equivalent to the Rural Property Tax), 
were £P.8,289 in excess of the revised estimate. 

Item 3. Mining Rents and Royalties — Over the Estimate £P. 1,412. 

55. The estimate of Mining Rents and Royalties was £P.2,000, but collections 
amounted to £P.3,412, an excess of £P. 1,412. The largest source of revenue under this 
item is the payment made annually by the Palestine Potash Ltd. in respect of royalties on 
exports under the Concession. The revenue for 1936-37 includes a sum of £P.1,009 received 
on 1st April, 1936, in respect of the previous year’s payment by the Company. 

HEAD VII. Interest — Under the Estimate £P. 16,770. 

56. When the Estimates were framed it was anticipated that interest on surplus 
funds in the hand of the Crown Agents would produce a total of £ P.160,000 of which approxi¬ 
mately £ P.15,500 would result from the use of Palestine’s surplus funds by the Joint Colonial 
Fund and approximately £ P.144,500 would accrue from interest on stock. But the estimate 
of the sum to be invested included £P.l million in respect of unexpended balances of monies 
which it was proposed to raise by loan. The loan was not raised and interest receipts on in¬ 
vested funds were lower for this reason. On the other hand larger amounts were available for 
investment from surplus balance due to curtailment of services during the early months of 
the year. 
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At the 31st March, 1937, a sum of £P.675,000 had been borrowed from the Joint 
Colonial Fund and AP.4,415,993 was invested in stock. The amount held in the Join! 
Colonial Fund on the 1st March, 1937, was £ P.430,000, but it became necessary to withdraw 
and to borrow from the fund the amount required to defray the excess defence charges met in 
March, 1937, pending the realization of investments. The annual yield on the cost price of 
securities averaged 3.14%, excluding brokerage and commission on the purchase and sale of 
securities (approximately J per centum) occurring prior to the 1st April, 1934, from which 
date the brokerage and commission has been charged to the investment. The balance of 
stocks held on the 1st March, 1937, Bhowed a total depreciation of £P. 165,704 in relation to 
the book value of stocks held at the 31st March ,1936, and the cost prices of retained securities 
purchased since that date. 

Interest from other source* was estimated at A‘P.7,000, but a sum of AP.406 only was 
realized. It was impossible to collect interest on loans from the peasant population of Pales¬ 
tine daring the greater part of the year. 

HEAD VIII. Miscellaneous — Over the Estimate dt*P.1,021. 

Item 1. Profits from Currency — Under the Estimate AP.20,000. 

57. When the Revenue Estimates for 1936-37 were prepared by the Treasurer he 
based hie estimate on the figures of the previous year and inserted the amount of AP.120,000 
under this item. Subsequently, as explained in paragraph 39 of the Treasurer’s Report for 
the year 1935-36 ,it wa9 ascertained that, due to the loss caused by depreciation in the value of 
investments and silver coin in stock and the abnormal amount expended during the year on the 
manufacture and supply of new currency, a sum of only AP.100,000 was paid to the Palestine 
Government in 1936-37 in respect of the year 1935-36. The necessity for the expenditure on 
the manufacture and supply of new currency was the large withdrawals of deposits from local 
banks as a result of uneasiness caused by the Italo-Abyssinian crisis in the autumn of 1935. 

Item 2. Profits on Investments — Over the Estimate AP.869. 


58. With regard to receipts, amounting to AP.869, from the sale of Government in¬ 
vestments it should be explained that no provision is made in the Estimates either for profits 
or for losses accruing on such sales as it is imposible to frame accurate estimates in respect of 
these transactions. During 1936-37 the following stocks were sold at a profit of AP.869.398 
mils which was credited to Revenue.

No provision is made in the Estimate for appreciation or depreciation in the value of 
stocks held by Government, but at the 31st March ,1937, the value of investments held had 
depreciated to the extent of AP.165,704 and this was charged to Expenditure. The value of 
all stocks held at the 31st March, 1937, calculated at middle market price was AP.4,415,993. 


Item 3. Overpayments Recovered in respect of Expenditure Incurred in Previous 

years — Over the Estimate AP.23,723. 

59. The excess is mainly caused by the refund to Government by the Municipal Cor. 
poration of Jerusalem of a sum of AP.22,000 in respect of the unexpended balances of grants 
paid to the Municipality in the three preceding years towards the cost of various works, which 
the Municipality had been unable to complete owing to delays in connection with the exprop¬ 
riation of buildings, the acquisition of sites, or for other unavoidable reasons. A sum of 
AP.21,700 will probably be repaid to the Municipality in 1937-38 on completion of the works 
and services towards which the grants were originally made by Government, as under :—

Item 4. Sundries — Under the Estimate fP.3,572. 

60. Revenue from sundry sources was calculated at dGP.5,000. but a sum of £P.1,428 
only was received. It is difficult to frame any accurate estimate of revenue under this item. 

HEAD IX. Land Sales — Under the Estimate £P. 13,559. 

61. Receipts from the Sale of Beisan Lands were estimated at £P.15,000. The sum 
of £P.2,140 only was realized and the decrease is due to the disturbances as no sales of land 
were then effected. 

The sum of £P.301 was realized from Sales of State Domains and this represents a 
decrease of £P.699 on the estimate. 

HEAD X. Grant-in-aid — Under the Estimate £P.6.814. 

62. The grant-in-aid of the Trans-Jordan Frontier Force is made up as under:—

The total reeepts amounted to £P. 142,577.938 mils, being £P.138,000 from the Parlia¬ 
mentary Grant-in-Aid for the year 1936-37 and £P.4,577.938 mils from sundry adjustments 
in respect of payments made in previous years. The actual amount due was £P. 139,685.747 
mils as shown above. The unexpended balance, together with local receipts amounting to 
£P.440.834 mils, which have been credited to a Deposit Account, will be adjusted by a deduc¬ 
tion from the Grant-in-Aid for the year 1937-38. 

HEAD XI. Colonial Development Grants — Under the Estimate £P. 5,411. 

63. In the case of the Jerusalem Water Supply, the grant of £P.5.000 represents the 
third year’s grant. A first grant of £P.9,000 was received in 1934-35, £P.12,000 was received 
in 1935-36, and a further grant of £P.5,000 is due in 1937-38. 

Under the terms of the Jerusalem Drainage Scheme a free grant of £P.5.250 was to 
be issued in 1934-35 and a similar sum in each of the four succeedng years towards meeting 
the interest charges on the capital cost of the scheme estimated at £P.150,000. In view, 
however, of the fact that during 1936-37 the work on this scheme was practically at a stand¬ 
still it was decided that, on the analogy of the procedure laid down in paragraph 15 of the 
Secretary of State’s Circular despatch (2) of the 17th December, 1935, the issue which 
would normally have been made in 1936-37 should he suspended. ’Die issues from the 
Colonial Development Fund to the 31st March, 1936, in respect of this scheme (£P.10,500) 
amount to two-fifths of the total grant (£P.26,250) whereas the expenditure to the 31st 
March, 1937 (£P.51,000 odd) is still only just over one-third of the total estimated expendi¬ 
ture (£P. 150.000) on which the Colonial Development Fund Grant was originally based. 


Further issues from the Fund are to be considered in the light of the progress of the expendi¬ 
ture on this scheme. 

In the case of the Hebron Water Supply Scheme, the Water Resources Survey, 
Underground Water Investigations and Improvements to Village Water Supplies, the grant 
takes the form of full interest for five years at bank rate on the expenditure incurred until the 
Loan is raised; thereafter interest will be payable at the rate payable on the Loan. The actual 
sum due on account of these schemes during 1936-37 was £ P.1,336 (namely £ P.192 on account 
of the Hebron Water Supply Scheme and £ P.1,144 on account of the Village Water Supply 
Schemes) and was brought to account under this Head of Revenue, the balance of the 
amount received from the Colonial Development Fund being kept under a Deposit account. 

Under Item 6 a sum of £P.3 was received from the Colonial Development Fund to¬ 
wards the cost of the Zerqa Valley Survey of a possible railway route between Haifa and 
Baghdad. Grants were also received on this account in the three preceding years and the 
amount has now been cleared as shown below :—

EXPENDITURE. 

(Appendix III) 

64. The draft Estimates for 1936-37 were sent to the Secretary of State 
on the 25th March, 1936; but shortly after these had reached the Secretary 
of State the political disturbances had begun. Their effect on the revenue of 
the country could not then be appreciated, while on the other hand it was 
obvious that considerable expenditure would be incurred as a result of and in order to 
quell the disturbances. The Secretary of State’s approval of the draft Estimates of Ex¬ 
penditure was, therefore, withheld and it was not finally conveyed to the High Commissioner 
until tiie 22nd December, 1936. In order that public services might continue to function a 
Provisional Warrant was issued by the High Commissioner on the 1st April, 1936, which, in 
brief, limited departmental expenditure to the expenditure approved during the preceding year 
twith the addition of any expenditure of a recurrent nature provided by supplementary 
appropriation during the course of that year) and the continuance of capital works in progress. 
No provision made in the draft Estimates for 1936-37, either for new services or for the ex¬ 
pansion of existing services, was released until the case had been submitted to and approved 
by the Secretary of State. On the 2nd March, 1937, a General Warrant was issued by the 
Officer Administering the Government covering such expenditure as had. up to that date, 
been approved by the Secretary of State, or had been covered by Special Warrants within 
the limits of authority vested in the High Commissioner. The amount so authorised was 
£ P. 5,907.388. Other expenditure was later found to he necessary and was covered by Special 
Warrants. 

Although furnished with a copy of the printed draft Estimates for 1936-37, Heads of 
Departments were unable to use that draft as the basis of expenditure, and as the original draft 
Estimates were never authorised the “Approved” expenditure for 1936-37 shown in this report 
is the expenditure covered by the General Warrant.

88. The increased provision under Item 8 was due to the promotion of two District 
Officers in the Jerusalem District from Grade K to Grade H, and provision for approximately 
one month for the replacement of a District Officer in the Northern District who resigned 
and whose salary had been provided for eleven months only in the General Warrant. 

The increased provision under Item 15 was necessitated partly by the adjustment of 
the salaries of 8 temporary clerical officers whose salaries were in 1935-36 incorrectly provided 
under Item 12. Officers of the General Clerical Service, and partly for the employment of 4 
temporary clerical officers in connection with the assessment of the Rural Property Tax. 

The increases under Item 16 and 18 were mainly due to the opening of new District 
Offices at Tel-Aviv. 

The increases under Item 28 were partly due to the increased allowances under the 
revised Transport Regulations and partly to the appointment of 15 Tax Collectors in the 
Southern District for the collection of Rural Property Tax. The increases under Items 31 and 
18 were also due to the approved increase in the establishment of Tax Collectors in the 
Jerusalem and Northern Districts. 

The increases under items 43 and 49a are attributable to the disturbances. 

It was necessary to increase the provision under Item 42. Telegrams, Telephones and 
Postage to meet the charges raised by the Postmaster General, but this increase is offset by 
increased receipts under Revenue Head V. 

It was necessary to make supplementary provision under Items 52, 53 and 55 to 58 of 
special Expenditure to meet the minimum essential requirements of District Commissioners 
in improving their office installations which were, in certain districts in a dilapidated con¬ 
dition. The supplementary provision under Item 59 was a transfer from Item 20 for the 
acquisition of essential equipment for the District Town Planning Offices. 

89. The approved provision included the sum of UP.435 directly attributable to the 
disturbances for expenses in connection with goods seized under the Collective Punishments 
Ordinance (UP.306), Emergency Printing (UP.29), and Medical and Witnesses’ Fees in 
Coroners’ Inquests (UP. 100). 

90. The form in which the Estimates and Accounts under this Head are prepared 
renders it impossible to compare the expenditure by Districts with the allocation of the pro¬ 
vision in the Estimates between the three Districts. 

91. The saving of UP.952 under Personal Emoluments is due to the deferment of the 
filling of vacancies in the approved establishment. 

92. The main savings under Other Charges were in respect of over-estimation of the 
assessment expenses of the Urban Property Tax (UP.2,296) and of Remuneration to Mukhtars 
(UP.1,445). The expenditure under Remuneration for collection of Tithes in Beersheba area 
showed a saving of £ P.482 owing to remission of taxation amounting to approximately 
UP.7,360 on account of crop failure. Other minor savings are explained in Appendix III. 

93. Under Special Expenditure a saving of U P.543 occurred on the vote for the as¬ 
sessment of the Rural Property Tax due to over-estimation.

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95. It proved necessary during the year to supplement the estimated expenditure 
for the Legal Department by a net sum of £P.313 under Personal Emoluments. The pro¬ 
vision for the Attorney General had to he increased by £P.77 owing to the overlap in the 
service of the former Attorney General with that of the present holder from the 6th January 
to the 27th January. Item 8. Junior Government Advocates and Official Receiver, and 
Item 24. Cost of Living Allowances had been under-estimated in the General Warrant by 
£P.22 and £P.156 respectively, and it proved impossible to effect corresponding savings. 


It was necessary to supplement the provision under Item 14. Officers of the General 
Clerical Service by £P.180 to provide for the salaries of two officers whose emoluments had 
previously been met from the vote for Extra Clerical Assistance pending receipt of the 
Secretary of State’s authority for the creation of two posts under the former item.

100. The increase under Personal Emoluments was due to an adjustment of the salary 
of a clerical officer in Grade N who was seconded to the Finance Ministry of the Trans-Jordan 
Government on the 1st July, 1929. It was decided, in order to secure this officer’s pension 
rights in the Palestine Government, that he should be regarded as belonging to the Audit 
Department and that his salary for the period 1st July, 1929, to 31st March, 1937, should 
be brought to account under Item 18. Palestine Officers Seconded to Trans-Jordan. The 
revenue in respect of the salary and pension contibution was brought to account under Head 
IV, Item 39. Reimbursements — Trans-Jordan. The amount so adjusted was TP.2,096. 
Minor increases were necessary under items of Personal Emoluments in respect of approved 
increases of pay to the Senior Assistant Auditor and promotions of clerical staff. These 
were, however, met from funds which became available under Items 5 to 8 owing to the late 
appointment of a new Assistant Auditor, namely from the 5th October, 1936, instead of the 
beginning of the year.

104. The British Customs Inspectors were employed at various Customs Houses for 
the prevention of smuggling, and owing to the unrest in the country the Customs Guards were 
accommodated in the Customs Area at Haifa, in order to be within call for duty at any time. 
They were paid subsistence allowance and this necessitated an increase in the provision for 
Transport and Travelling. The force of Customs Guards at Haifa was strengthened by the 
addition of Naval Ratings from Unite of His Majesty ’s Fleet stationed at Haifa, and these men 
were accommodated in the building of the British Sailors Society for a few nights when sleeping 
ashore. 

105. It was found necessary to supplement the provision under Item 65, Labourers 
by £ P.6.000 to provide for the increased requirements for porterage at Haifa Harbour, but 
the actual excess proved to be £P.4.103 only. The provision for overtime was under¬ 
estimated by nearly ,£P. 1.000; in addition the provision for Guards and Boatmen was in¬ 
creased by £P.180 for 30 additional Guards at Haifa and other minor increases (£T>A8) 
were required for Foremen and for the payment of Housing Allowance. 

106. The only increase of note under Other Charges was under Item 91. Drawbacks, 
which had to be supplemented to the extent of 4-P.29.350. Payments under this item are

To cover the excess Special Warrant No.467 was issued for 
fP.491. Additional charges amounting approximately to UP.200 in respect of Consulting 
Engineers' Fees are still outstanding and will have to be paid during 1937-38. 

Item 114. Boxes for Landing Animals — Under the Estimate £P.67. 

109. Provision was made in the Estimates for the purchase of 5 boxes at a cost of 
£P.25 each. It was decided, however, to purchase 3 boxes only for use at Haifa, and the 
sum of j 6P.67.354 mils was saved. 

Item 118c. Conversion of Tugs to Oil Fuel Bcrnino — Over the Estimate £P.l55. 

110. In 1935-36 orders were placed with the Crown Agents for the Colonies for oil 
burning plant and fuel tanks to convert the steam tugs “Steady” and “Trusted” from coal 
to oil fuel burning. The material for the “Steady” was sent out and the tug converted, but 
owing to a decision to sell the “Trusted” and to replace her by a larger tug, the material 
purchased for the conversion of the “Trusted” was retained in England. A sum of 
£P.154.767 mils was expended during 1936-37 on storage and incidental expenses on this 

plant.

113. It was decided late in 1935-36, with the approval of the Secretary of State, that 
the entire control and maintenance of the Hospital at Jaffa should be taken over by Govern¬ 
ment.

115. The increase under Item 22 was necessary to provide for two gha 
Medical Stores owing to transfer of the Printing and Stationery Stores to the Government 

Press. These messengers were formerly provided for under the Secretariat vote. The in¬ 
crease under Items 36, 47 and 54 were required on account of increased accommodation at 
Government Hospitals and commitments arising from the approved extension of gynaecological 
and infant welfare services in 1935-36. The supplementary provision under Item 82 was 
caused by the establishment of a Quarantine Station at Lvdda Air Port. The increase under 
Item 94 is due to the payment of arrears of salary to an officer. The provisions under Items 
99a and 99b are off set by an equivalent reduction under Item 121 and represent the adjust¬ 
ment necessary to distinguish the personal emoluments of the Medical Officer in charge of 
the Mobile Unit for Trans-Jordan from the grant made for other items of cost. 

116. On the other hand savings totalling £P.1,534 were effected under various 
items of Personal Emoluments due to late appointments to vacancies in the approved 
establishment of nurses, hospital personnel and quarantine personnel.

123. As explained above, the savings under Personal Emoluments were due to delay 
in re-opening the schools with consequential delay in filling vacancies in the approved estab¬ 
lishment. The savings under Other Charges were also largely due to this delay. 


124. The saving under Special Expenditure includes a sum of ^P.2,266 in respect of 
the approved capital grant to the Vaad Leumi. This sum was deducted from the capital grant 
in accordance with the conditions laid down for the payment of the recurrent grant which 
provides that if the Vaad Leumi’s share of the recurrent grant as finally determined on the 
actual expenditure on Arab education for the year falls short of the recurrent grant actually 
paid, the excess shall be deducted from the capital grant for the year. The recurrent grant 
paid in 1936-37 was £P.42,000 and this was £P.2,266 in excess of the amount properly pay¬ 
able under the approved formula.

128. The title of the Department of Agriculture and Forests was changed in 1936-37 
to “Department of Agriculture and Fisheries’’ consequent on the establishment of a separate 
Department of Forests and the expansion of the Fisheries Service. 

129* The main feature of the Estimates for 1936-37 was consolidation, in accordance 
with the general policy advocated by Sir F. A. Stockdale, the Agricultural Adviser to the 
Secretary of State, and provision was accordingly limited to existing services except for the 
following new schemes and the expansion of existing services :— 

(1) Administration — Grant to Beit Gemal Agricultural School. 

(2) Plant Protection — Mediterranean Fruit Fly Campaign. 

(3) Veterinary — Survey of Bovine Tuberculosis. 

(1) A grant of £P.350 was paid to the Beit Gemal Agricultural School for olive oil 
experiments and extension of the dairy and stables. 


(.2) A campaign was instituted for educating fruit growers in methods for counter¬ 
acting the ravages of the Mediterranean Fruit Fly which for two years had affected citrus 
and other fruit groves and had been the means of causing heavy losses to growers. On the 
recommendations of the Citrus Committee a propaganda campaign was adopted by Govern¬ 
ment amongst the growers by means of coloured posters which cost UP.286. 

(Li) The original scheme for the control of bovine tuberculosis was initiated as a 
result of reports by the Director of Medical Services that the incidence of the disease was 
expected to increase to an extent that would render it impracticable to control or eradicate 
it later. A survey of the incidence of tuberculosis in cattle was, therefore, undertaken as a 
preliminary to the introduction of a scheme for the control and eradication of the disease. A 
temporary Veterinary Surgeon was employed for the purpose and provision was made for 
the purchase of the necessary equipment. 

130. The unsettled state of the country accounts for most of the savings and ex¬ 
cesses. .Reasons for minor savings and excesses are given in the Remarks Column of Ap¬ 
pendix III and proportionately large increases or decreases are explained hereunder:— 

Item 14G. Transport and Travelling — Over the Estimate UP.987. 

The excess due to (a) higher allowances payable under the revised transport regulations, 
and (b) payment of travelling and transport allowances to officers temporarily transferred 
from their stations on account of the disturbances. 

Item 147. Railway Fares and Freight — Under the Estimate UP. 309. 

It was not possible, owing to the disturbances, to make normal use of the Railways. 

Item 152. Forage — Under the Estimate UP.212. 

The saving is mainly due to delay in the purchase of agricultural animals required for 
the Agricultural, Horticultural and Veterinary Services, but savings also resulted from the 
fact that part of the produce of Agricultural Stations, which could not be disposed of on account 
of the disturbances, was used for feeding station animals. 

Item 185. Fumigation of Citrus Trees — Under the Estimate UP.5,000. 

Owing to the disturbances, the District Administration and the Police and Military 
Authorities considered it unwise to enforce fumigation and the contract with the Imperial 
Chemical Industries Ltd. was cancelled by mutual consent. 

Item 197. Fishery Service — Under the Estimate UP.207. 

The saving is due to the fact that payment by the Crown Agents for the Colonies for 
fishing nets and other fishery requisites was not effected during the year. 

Item 282e. Visit of Dr. R. G. Tomkins — UP.128.

The expenditure of UP.127.500 mils represents one-half of the cost of Dr. R. G. 
Tomkins* visit to Palestine in March 1936, and was authorised by the Secretary of State in 
his letter No. 15014/1/36 dated the 14th August, 1936, to the Crown Agents for the Colonies. 



132. It proved necessary to supplement the vote for Lighting and Heating by UP.27, 
of which UP. 18 was expended to provide for the Divisional Office of the Department at Haifa. 
The activities of this new Department were considerably curtailed for six months of the year 
owing to the disturbances and minor savings both in staff and other charges resulted, as shown 
in Appendix III.

Private individuals were beneficially employed in the location of properties claimed 
as State Domain during the course of Land Settlement Survey. Four properties whose lo¬ 
cation was unknown to the District Officer’s staff were located by a local individual. But of 
the approved sum of £P.60 a sum of £P.9.100 mils only was paid, this being in respect of 
expert fees in connection with encroachments on State Domains in Tiberias. The whole 
provision could not he utilized during the year owing to the disturbances. 

Item 116(c) Courses of Instruction. Survey Office. Southampton — Under the Estimate 
Jl‘P.15. 

Under this item a sum of £P.103 was expended on the payment of allowances, etc., 
for the period from the 31st August until March 1937, to a Junior Assistant Superintendent 
of Surveys, who is undergoing a course of instruction of the Ordnance Survey Office, South¬ 
ampton. 

Item 116'd). Preservation ok Lands on Mount of Olives — Land Valuer’s Fees —

This is a new item, authorised by Special Warrant, and necessitated by the need of 
provision for the payment of the fees to an outside Land Valuer employed on the valuation 
of lands on the Mount of Olives. 

142. Departmental progress was retarded during the disturbances, except for the 
compilation of information for Government and the Royal Commission and the production 
of large numbers of maps of all descriptions for the Army and Air Force. Normal work 
was however, resumed at the end of the disturbances. 

143. Field work and the hearing of cases for Land Settlement were interrupted by the 
disturbances during the greater part of the year. Several urgent and very important settlement 
schemes were held lip, such as the Jidru Area North of Haifa where disputes had resulted 
in breaches of the peace, and the Jaffa Sand Dunes, where decision in regard to title is ne¬ 
cessary in order to facilitate development of the town southwards and the erection of dwellings 
to replace tin huts and slums. The settlement Officers were employed on special duties as 
Assistant District Commissioners. Owing to inadequate clerical staff in the past there were 
considerable arrears of work in the maintenance of records and files at the beginning of the 
year. Much of the clerical staff was, for some months employed in dealing with these arrears, 
with the result that case files and records have been put in order while land settlement 
archives, which had not been properly kept, were overhauled.

145. The provision under Development, Personal Emoluments, was supplemented by 
a sun of £P.120 to provide for Extra Clerical Assistance. This provision was, however, offset 
by other savings, mainly under Items 6 to 8 for a Water Settlement Officer, whose appoint¬ 
ment was not made until the 25th September, 1936.

150. Explanation regarding the major items of expenditure in the above statement 
are given below :— 

Item 37 c . Supernumerary Police — dEP.49,340. 

'Ibis expenditure was incurred on the salaries of approximately 3,000 supernumerary 
constables enlisted during the disturbances. 

Item 37d. Emergency Subsistence Allowance — £P.16,089. 

An emergency subsistence allowance at the rate of 50 mils a man per diem was 
granted during the disturbances, i.e. from the 1st May to the 31st October, 1936, to Police 
Other Ranks (except those stationed at Tel-Aviv) who, in view of the disturbances were 
continuously detained on duty for eight hours at a stretch or longer and who were, therefore, 
unable to proceed to their homes or to their normal places of residence for meals and were 
thus compelled to purchase food from caf£s or elsewhere. 

Item 54. Transport and Travelling — Over the Estimate £P.1,243. 

The “required" officers of the Force were compelled to carry out extensive travelling 
during the disturbances. The monthly kilometric maximum had to be extended to enable 
officers to cope with the emergency. 

A considerable number of British Police had also to be posted in rural areas and were 
grant 3 d travelling allowance in accordance with Regulations. 

Expenditure totalling £ P.39.500 was incurred on transport expenses in connection 
with the disturbances. Existing Police vehicles were unable to meet unaided the full 
demands for several months for regular and continuous patrolling of all routes and for trans¬ 
port in connection with police movements. 

Item 58. Uniforms, Clothing and Equipment — £ P.10,700. 

Th is amount was expended on the purchase of uniforms, clothing and equipment for 
the supernumerary constables enlisted during the disturbances. 

Item 59. Arms and Ammunition — jGP.900. 

The normal reserve of ammunition was expended during the disturbances and it was 
necessary to indent on the Crown Agents for a fresh supply to replenish depleted stocks. 

Item 65. Criminal Investigation — fP.2,150. 

The activities of the Criminal Investigation Department were considerably increased 
during the disturbances 

Item 68. Compensation to Police — £ P.828. 

This amount was mainly expended on the payment of gratuities to dependants of 
police personnel who were killed in the execution of their duties. Nothwithstanding this 
expenditure it will be observed that the approved provision in respect of this item was not 
exceeded, as the majority of members who retired from the Force qualified for pension under 
the Pensions Ordinance, 1925, and not for gratuities under the Police (Amendment) Ordi¬ 
nance, 1929. 

Item 72, Lighting, Heating and Power — £ P.1,000. 

This expenditure was due to an increase in the use of electricity and fuel and the 
opening of new temporary police posts during the disturbances. 

Item 75. Upkeep of Mechanical Transport — £ P.4,374. 

This expenditure was incurred as the result of extensive motor patrols and the purchase 
of 65 additional Ford Cars (vide Item 122g). 

Item 122b. Emergency Equipment for Places of Detention — £ P.1,523. 

Special Detention Camps were constructed at Sarafand and Acre during the disturb¬ 
ances and it was essential to equip them with beds, bedsteads, mattresses, blankets, kitchen 

utensils, etc.

Item 122g. 65 Ford Cars Pick-Ups — £ P.9,4 25. 

In view of the heavy expenditure on hired transport during the disturbances the 
Force was equipped with 65 Ford cars. The main objctive was the reduction of expediture 
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on hired transport and as soon as these vehicles were in commission hired transport was 
practically dispensed with. 

151. In regard to (ii) of paragraph 149 above, expansion of existing services, the 
increase in the Police personnel were mainly attributable to the expansion of the under¬ 
mentioned establishments :— 

(a) Extension of criminal Investigation Department activities; 

(b) Increase of establishment in Jerusalem District; 

(c) Increase of establishment in Northern District; 

(d) Increase of establishment in Southern District; 

(e) Increase of establishment in Traffic and Mechanical Transport. 

152. The following explanations relate to the remaining major items deserving 
comment:— 

Personal Emoluments — Saving jfc‘P.9,106. 

This saving was mainly due to Vacancies in the approved establishment, and part¬ 
icularly in regard to British personnel, whose recruitment was not completed until the end 
of July, Part of the saving is also attributable to the fact that personnel could not qualify 
for Proficiency Pay and Language Allowances owing to the prolonged disturbances. 

Item 67. Forage and Forage Allowances — Excess £P. 1,284. 

During the year under review an increased food scale for police animals was introduced. 
Adequate financial provision had been made, but owing to an abnormal rise in the cost of 
forage commodities, both during and after the disturbances, the provision was exceeded by 

£P.l ,284. 

Item 72. Lighting, Heating and Power — Excess £P.1,511. 

Of the excess of £P. 1,511 a sum of £ P.1,000 was attributed to the disturbances as 
explained above, i.e. to the opening of new temporary police posts and the increased use of 
electricity; the balance of 4JP.511 was spent on additional fuel for heating purposes on 
account of the severe and prolonged winter. 

Item 74 Equipment — Criminal Branch — Saving 4SP.207. 

The saving of £P. 207 was due to the practical suspension of photography in certain 
branches of the Criminal Investigation Department during the disturbances, and the funds 
earmarked for this purpose were not utilized. 

Item 78. Passages — Excess £P.3,339. 

The excess is due to the fact that approximately 161 British recruits were enlisted 
by the Crown Agents for the Colonies and sent to Palestine during January to March, 1937, in 
connection with the approved establishment for the year 1937-38. 

Item 82. Police Courses of Instruction in United Kingdom — Saving iP.95. 

Owing to the disturbances leave granted to officers had to be curtailed and full 
advantage could not be taken of instructional facilities. 

Special Expenditure. 

On account of the late approval of the Estimates the submission of Indents to the 
Crown Agents for the Colonies was considerably delayed, with the result that many of the 
stores ordered were not received in 1936-37 and expenditure will have to be revoted in 1937-38. 

Items 92 and 93. Three Touring Cars and one Small Car — Savings £P.690 and £P.200 
respectively. 

Although the Indents were placed, the cars were not received during 1936-37 and 
the amounts will have to be revoted. 

Item 100. Arms — Saving £P.2,304. 

This saving is explained by the fact that stores estimated to cost £P.1,175 were 
ordered from the Crown Agents for the Colonies but were not received during the year under 

review. 


A saving of J6P.360 occurred on supplementary Crown Agents’ charges, freight, etc., 
and the balance of fP.769 could not be utilized, as arms to the value of JBP.28,000 ap¬ 
proximately were purchased from the Army. Payment has not yet been made for these 
arms and the matter is still under consideration by Government. 

Item 103. Wireless Telegraphy Sets — Saving £P.10,500. 

Owing to late approval of the Estimates the Indents placed with the Crown Agents 
for tha Colonies for Wireless Telegraphy Sets could not be executed during the year 1936-37 
and the amount of 4?P.7,500 has been revoted in the Estimates for 1937-38. 

The actual expenditure of J6P.1,951 represents Crown Agents’ charges incurred in 
1935-36 which had to be met in 1936-37. 


Item 105. Bicycles — Saving d6P.H0. 

Indents were placed but were not executed in 1936-37 and the charges will have to 
be met in 1937-38. 

Item 106. Typewriters — Saving d6P.320. 

Indents were placed but not executed and the charges will have to be met in 1937-38. 

Item 113. Departmental Construction of Semi-Permanent Buildings — Under the 
Estimate ^P.86. 

In view of the late approval of the Estimates minor maintenance works only could 
be executed.

155. An Immigration Office was opened in Tel-Aviv in April 1936 as a result of the 
disturbances in Jaffa, and the majority of the staff of the Jaffa Immigration Office were 
transferred to Tel-Aviv. Several additional officers in the Second Division and the unclas¬ 
sified grades were also appointed to the Tel-Aviv Immigration Office involving an additional 
expenditure of £ P.300. 

156. A new Frontier Control Post was opened at Allenby Bridge in January 1937, 
for which two Frontier Control Officers and three Immigration Guards were appointed, 
involving an additional expenditure of £P.55. 

157. In previous years the cost of Palestinian passports was debited to the Estimates 
for Printing and Stationery. Owing to the special nature of the work the charge was borne 
by the Department of Migration in 1936-37 and a Special Warrant for J6P.974 was issued. 

158. The savings are mainly due to vacancies in establishment. Minor savings were 
effected under items of Other Charges and Special Expenditure as shown in Appendix III.

175. In consequence of the disturbances no new services were undertaken by the 
Department. Notwithstanding the disturbances there was expansion of revenue in respect 
of existing services amounting to £ P.58,597, which is revealed in the various sub-heads of 
the revenue returns. To cope with the expansion of business and dislocation of services an 
increase of personnel costing approximately £ P.31,000 was necessary, whilst increased ex¬ 
penditure was incurred as compared with the previous financial year on practically all sub¬ 
heads such as Rents, Lighting, Furniture, Fittings, Printing and Stationery, and Maintenance 
Stores. 


176. The saving of £P.5,614 under Personal Emoluments was the result of unfilled 
vacancies owing to the fact that the Estimates were not approved until the end of the financial 


year. 


177. The main saving under Other Charges occurred under Conveyance of Mails 
(J&F.13,459) and was due to delay in the rendition and consequently the settlement of the 
international accounts. There was also a saving of £ P.1,323 under Item 109. Maintenance 
Stores due to over-estimation of the requirements for the restoration of stores after the 
emergency.

The Secretary of State approved a total sum of f P.100,000 for the year on the under¬ 
standing that savings should be made, where possible, by means of larger contributions bv 
Municipalities towards the coet of works of mainly local interest. Government, therefore, 
approved grants totalling £P.82,285. At the time the Provisional Warrant was issued it was 
anticipated that the approved increase of £ P.5,000 in the grant to Tel-Aviv Municipality might 
be withheld owing to non-approval of the Estimates of the Municipality, but the municipal 
estimates were approved during the year and the full grant was ultimately paid.

At the 31st March, 1935, the total amount which had been issued during the previous 
years in the form of loans to cultivators and to persons in need of assistance after the 1927 
earthquake was j£P.810,646. Of this total 4>P.608,019 had been repaid at the 31st March, 
J937, while sums aggregating iJP.24,481 had been written off. The total outstanding at the 
31st March, 1937, was, therefore, d£P. 178,146 on which interest had accrued to the extent 
of £P.12,676 at that date. 

The following principles were approved by the High Commissioner for the write off 
of these loans in cases where there was little or no prospect of effecting recoveries from in¬ 
dividuals to whom such loans had been granted or where the individuals would be financially 
crippled if Government were to press for recovery or seize the properties which formed the 
security for the loans:— 

(a) Loans issued before the 1st April, 1933 : 

(i) Whenever the seizable assets of a debtor were 20% or less of the amount of 

the debt outstanding, the whole amount outstanding (principal and interest) 
should be recommended for a write off; , 

(ii) When the seizable assets exceeded 20% a partial write off should be recom¬ 
mended ; 

(ii) If the debt was secured by a mortgage and the debtor s properties including 
the property mortgaged were insufficient for his maintenance, a total or partial ‘ 
write off should be recommended according to circumstances in each case. 

(b) Short Term Loans issued after the 1st April, 1933 : 

As in (a)(i) to (ii) where past collections on account of the original loans had 
been considerable, but in cases where collections have been small or where there 
have been no collections 20% to 30% of the outstanding debts should be collected. 

(c) Loans secured by Mortgage : 

Recommendations for write off to he deferred until further investigations can be 
made. The total amount involved is f P.5.120. 

(d) Seed Loans made in Cash to Jew ish Settlements : 

To be reserved pending investigation of the ability of the settlement to pay. 
The amount involved is £P.2,500.

205. Reasons for savings and excesses are adequately explained in most cases by the 
remarks against the items in Appendix in, but the following observations are offered regarding 
the more important works, other than those arising directly from disturbances set out in the 
preceding paragraph. 


Item *26. Government Trade School. Haifa 


Under the Estimate £ P.328. 


The position up to 31st March, 1936. is explained under item 42 of paragraph 134 of the 
Treasurer’s Report for the year 1935-36. The provision made under this item was for the 
acquisition of essential equipment for opening the school. The disturbances prevented the 
opening of the school during the year and the building was occupied by troops. The total 
expenditure up to 31st March, 1937, defrayed from advances in anticipation of the projected 
loan” amounts to jBP. 37,712. Part of the cost of finishing the school has been provided under 
the Loan Schedule in 1937-38, and the excess over the Loan provision of fP.40,000, namely 
fP.4.890. has been provided under Head XXVIII, Public Works Extraordinary. 
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Item 33. Acquisition of land fok Quarantine Lazaret, Haifa — Over the Estimate 

£ P.1,489. 

At the time of preparation of the General Warrant it was anticipated that of the sum 
approved for the purchase of the land, namely {P.15,950, a sum of £ P.743 only would be ex¬ 
pended in 1936-37. The actual payments, however, amounted to {P.2,232. The balance of 
the cost of the land has been revoted in 1937-38 and it is anticipated that payments will be 
concluded in the current year. 

Item 48. Additions to British Police Camp and Purchase of Land, Mount Scopus. 

The original estimate of cost of this project was £ P.15,570 but the cost of the site was 
much underestimated. The approved revised estimate of cost is iP.23,187. A sum of {P.4,440 
was expended in 1935-36 and the provision made in 1936-37 was {P.9,105 of which {P.9,101 
was expended. The balance will be required in 1937-38. and a revote of {P.6.500 has been 
provided in the draft Estimates for that year to complete the purchase. 

Item 53. Construction of Police Station, Tel-Aviv. 

A sum of {P.7,700 was provided in the 1935-36 Estimates for the construction of a 
police station at Tel-Aviv but, as explained under item 73 of paragraph 133 of the Treasurer’s 
Report for 1935-36, no expenditure was incurred in that year. The revised cost of the station 
is {P.8,330 and a sum of {P. 1,823 was expended in 1936-37. the unexpended balance being 
provided in the draft Estimates for 1937-38. 

Item 63. Construction of Buildings for Rural Automatic Exchanges. 

The whole expenditure of £ P.1,967 was in respect of a revote from 1935-36. It was 
originally intended to construct four additional buildings at a total cost of £ P.1,500 but the 
extra provision was not approved. Provision has been made in the draft Estimates for 1937-38 
for the fulfilment of this programme and the completion of the original programme of ten 
buildings which was initiated in 1933-34. 

ROADS AND BRIDGES. 

As indicated in paragraph 204 certain roads were specially constructed in connection 
with the disturbances, such as item 92, road to Nathania Military Camp (£ P.6,050) and the 
programme of main roads was accelerated, particularly in the case of item 93 — Jaffa-Haifa 
Road, the vote for which was supplemented during the year by {P.25,000 in order to complete 
construction as far as Hedera. The acceleration in the construction of this road has been 
continued in 1937-38 and it is hoped to complete construction during this year. A sum of 
{P.90,000 is earmarked in 1937-38 for the purpose, out of which {P.30,000 is provided in the 
draft Estimates. 

The remaining roads were mainly constructed in accordance with the programme ap¬ 
proved early in the year and in the case of the principal roads the unspent balances are being 
revoted in 1937-38. Certain minor roads were const meted during the year for the specific pur¬ 
poses indicated in Appendix m. 

Item 105. Development of Reclaimed Area, Haifa. 

This item provided a sum of {P.5,790 for the development of the reclaimed area at 
Haifa. Supervision of development and the disposal of the sites within the area has been 
entrusted to an officer of the Office of the Commissioner of Lands and Surveys who is acting 
as Agent of the Estate under the direction of a Committee. The item covers the cost of office 
administration, the initial cost of main and intersecting roads and of secondary services. The 
remuneration of an architect who has been appointed to control the designs and construction 
of buildings on the estate is also met from this item. The over-expenditure of {P.177 was 
due to under-estimation at the time of preparation of the General Warrant. 

Item 106. Airports (Lydda and Haifa) — Under the Estimate £P.27,092. 

The revised approved Estimate of cost for these airports is {P.294,000 of which 
{P.253,069 is the cost of the Lydda Airport. The Lydda airport is now at a sufficiently ad¬ 
vanced stage to be fully utilised by aircraft but the terminal buildings had not been constructed 
at the end of 1936-37. The unexpended balance is required in 1937-38 and provision of 
{P.84,000 has been made in the draft Estimates for 1937-38 for completion of the work at 
Lydda and Haifa which includes this revote. 

Item 107. Construction of Revetment Wall at Samakh — Under the Estimate {P.1.527. 

The approved cost of this work was {P.10,000 of which one-half is to be met by the 
Palestine Electric Corporation when the work is completed. The work was necessitated by 
the raising of the level of the Lake of Tiberias arising out of the construction of the Hydro¬ 
electric station of the Palestine Electric Corporation at Jisr Majami. The balance required 
to complete the work has been revoted in the 1937-38 draft Estimates and it is probable that 
the contribution of the Corporation will be collected in 1937-38 when the complete cost of the 
work is known. 
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Item 109. Government Printing Press. • 

The estimated final cost of the construction ami equipment of the Government Printing 
Press now amounts to £V. 43,993 as under:—

Item 117. Investigations — Haifa Water Supply — Over the Estimate fP.1,914. 

Investigations are proceeding with a view to the discovery of adequate water resources 
for securing a suitable water supply for Haifa in accordance with the revised scheme recently 
proposed by Messrs. Howard Humphreys and Sons. The expenditure properly chargeable 
to loan funds may ultimately be transferred if the investigations are successful and if the pro¬ 
jected loan is raised. The over-expenditure is due to the adjustment in 1936-37 of a sum of 
fP.1,915 for borings at Haifa which was incorrectly charged in previous years to the “Under¬ 
ground Water Sources Investigation” allocation of advances in anticipation of the loan. 
Provision has been made in the draft Estimates for 1937-38 for continuation of the investi¬ 
gations. 


Ttem 120. Cargo Jetty and Ancillary Works — Over the Estimate £ P.5.337. 

This scheme arose from a plan to provide a special jetty within the harbour for Palestine 
Potash Ltd., which was subsequently dropped when the Company withdrew their application 
for such a jetty. It was subsequently decided that a jetty would, in any case, be of immediate 
utility for general purposes to the east of the East Lighter Wharf and that its construction 
should be undertaken while the special plant for the Oil Dock Jetty was still available. A 
preliminary Estimate of fP.203.000 was prepared by the Consulting Engineers as under:—

It was subsequently decided that an additional sum of £ P.11,000 would have to be expended 
on compensation to the Levant Bonded Warehouses Co. whose site it was necessary to occupy 
for the purpose, bringing the total estimate up to £P.214.000.

The second stage has been postponed until the financial situation becomes clearer. Moreover, 
a subsequent revise of the Estimates for stage I disclosed an under-estimate of £ P.23,000 for 
the cargo jetty. Thus the complete cost of Stage I is likely to be £P. 165,800. 

During the year considerable temporary works, including the removal and re-erection 
of the several buildings forming the works yard, were completed. Casting of the heavy re¬ 
inforced concrete pipes was commenced in December 1936, and driving on 4th February, 1937. 

The cargo jetty shed with a floor of 3,926 square metres, with road and railway ap¬ 
proaches, was completed during the year and handed over to the Port Authorities in December 

1936. 

At the time the General Warrant was prepared it was anticipated that £P.65,000 would 
be expended on Stage I during 1936-37 but it was necesary to supplement the provision by 
£ P.5,337. Provision has been made in the draft Estimates for 1937-38 for continuation of 
Stage I of the project. 

Item 121. Plans for Extension of Haifa Harbour. 

This payment represents the expenditure of the sum of £ P.10,000 revoted from 1935-36 
for the preparation of a scheme by Messrs. Rendel, Palmer, and Tritton for the full develop¬ 
ment of a harbour at Haifa. The scheme was presented to Government in October 1935 but 
owing to financial stringency the full scheme had to be postponed, and, in effect, the cargo 
jetty and ancillary works referred to in the preceding item were temporarily substituted there¬ 
for as a palliative towards relieving congestion, particularly during the citrus export season. 

Item 122. Remedial Works, Main Wharf Wall, Haifa Harbour. 

This represents the expenditure of a sum of £ P.1,644 from a sum of £P. 1,660 revoted 
from 1935-36 for remedial works necessitated by sea action on the main wharf wall at Haifa 
Harbour. Provision for completion of the work has been made in the draft Estimates for 

1937-38. 

Ttem 125. Operation and Maintenance of Boring and Well Sinkino Plant — Under 

the Estimate £P.985. 

The provision of £P.2,200 was made for the rig maintained under this Head out of a 
total of four rigs, of which three are maintained out of Loan Funds. The under-expenditure 
is mainly due to interruption of well-boring owing to the disturbances. 

Item 128. Improvements to village water supplies — Under the Estimate £P.4,686. 

Provision in the sum of £P.45,000 is made in the proposed loan schedule for improve¬ 
ments to village water supplies.

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Item 130. Jaffa Port Improvements — Under the Estimate £P.19,130. 

In paragraph 135, item 140, of the Treasurer s Annual Report for the year 1935-36 it 
was explained that the revised estimated cost of the scheme was £P.477,463. The latest 
revised estimated cost is J6P.465,463. 

The total expenditure on the scheme up to 31st March, 1937, the date of completion 
of the works and their being handed over to the Director of Customs was UP.450,291 as

Item 131. Jerusalem Water Supply — Excess cost — Over the Estimate £P.4,091. 

The proposed loan schedule contains a sum of £ P.370,000 for the construction of the 
Jerusalem Water Supply but the estimate has proved to be short of requirements by d6P.35,990. 
During the course of the year expenditure amounting to .fP.18,072 was incurred under the 
proposed loan schedule, bringing the total expenditure against loan funds to £P. 370,000, which 
is the full allocation; and iP.18,479 has been expended under Head XXVIII leaving a sum 
of i-P.12,400 to be expended during the current year of which £ P.9,667 is allocated to the 
Jerusalem Municipality for that part of the scheme falling within the Municipal boundaries. 

Item 132. Haifa Oil Dock and East Reclamation Area — Under the Estimate fP.4,947. 

As explained in paragraph 135 under item 143 for 1935-36, of the Treasurer’s Annual 
Report for 1935-36 the revised estimate of cost of the Oil Dock and East Reclamation Scheme 
at Haifa is jEP. 265,876 or £ P.55,876 in excess of the amount provided in the proposed loan 
schedule. The excess is met from Head XXVTII, Pubic Works Extraordinary. The distri¬

During the year 1936-37 good progress on the construction of the Oil Dock was main¬ 
tained and by the end of the year the Dock was virtually completed. 

Considerable use was made of the Dock by vessels of the Royal Navy and by tankers 
discharging oil into the Iraq Petroleum Company’s tanks on the 20-acre reclaimed area.

This work was completed during the year under review with the exception of a footpath, 
and this cannot be completed until further progress has been made on the twenty-acre 
boundary wall. 
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Provision for completion of the work and settlement of outstanding claims will be 
required in 1937-38 and a sum of UP. 11,832 has been provided in the draft Estimates of that 
year, which will in due course require to be supplemented by the amount unexpended in 

1936- 37. 

Item 135. Construction op Town Schools — 

The position regarding the programme for the construction of school buildings in towns 
up to 31st March 1936, is explained under item 37 of paragraph 135 of the Treasurer’s Annual 
Report for 1935-36. Owing to the increased cost of sites at Haifa the revised estimated cost 
of the approved programme is UP.169,106 for the programme of ten schools of which UP.62,075 
represents the cost of sites and UP.107,031 is in respect of construction. It was agreed to 
postpone the construction of one school in Jerusalem known as the Baqa’a School in order 
to meet the enhanced cost of one on the Touma ste at Haifa until it is known whether savings 
can be effected in the cost of construction of the other schools to offset the anticipated excess 
of UP.1,959 in the cost of the programme. The expenditure under this item (UP.5,794) 
represents the remainder of the cost of acquisition (UP.8,890) of the site for a Girls’ School 
at Haifa which is referred to in the above quoted paragraph of the Treasurer’s Report for 

1935- 36. 

The balance required in 1937-38 and subsequent years to complete the programme of 
ten schools is UP.97,578 of which UP.42,500 has been provided under Head XXVIII Public 
Works Extraordinary and UP.50,871 under item 5 (ii) of the proposed Loan Schedule in the 
draft Estimates for 1937-38. The remainder will required to be provided in 1938-39. 

Item 136. Construction of Hospital, Ramle — 

The payment represents preliminary expenditure only. Owing to financial stringency 
it has been found necessary to postpone the scheme for the construction of the hospital for 
reconsideration in 1938-39 in the light of the financial situation then prevailing. 

Item 136(a). Construction of Government Hospital, Haifa — UP. 1,920. 

The payment represents preliminary expenses incurred by the private architect con¬ 
trolling this project. Provision of UP.70,000 has been made in the draft Estimates for 1937-38 
for commencement of erection of the hospital of which the estimated total cost is UP.100,000. 
It is anticipated that the building will be ready for occupation in the middle of 1938. 

Item 137. Construction of Police Training School, Jerusalem — Under the Estimate 

UP.428. 

The position at 31st March, 1936 is explained in paragraph 135, item 71 of the Trea¬ 
surer’s Report for 1935-36. A sum of UP.4,878 was provided n the Estimates for 1936-37 for 
the completion of Stage I of which UP.4,450 was expended, making the total expenditure up 
to 31st March, 1937 on this stage UP.24,615. Provision for part of Stage II was made in 
the draft Estimates for 1937-38. The question of continuing this project is now being recon¬ 
sidered. In any case the unexpended balances of UP.428 on Stage I will be required in 

1937- 38. 

Item 138. Construction of Urban Police Married Quarters — Under the Estimate 

f P.1,644. 

The scheme is referred to in paragraph 135, item 76 of the Treasurer’s Report for 1935-36. 
The sum of UP.4,287 was expended in 1936-37 and provision has been made in 1937-38 for 
completion of the quarters under construction at Mekor Baruch in Jerusalem and at Tel-Aviv 
and for the acquisition of new sites in Jerusalem and Haifa and the construction of quarters 
at Haifa and completion of the quarters at Tel-Aviv. The latter quarters are being constructed 
in conjunction with the Police Station at Tel-Aviv, see item 53. 

Item 139. Construction of Post Office, Tel-Aviv — Under the Estimate UP. 1,152. 

The position is explained in paragraph 135. item 83 of the Treasurer’s Report for 

1936- 36. The construction of the Telephone Exchange Block was nearly completed in 1936-37 
and provision has been made in 1937-38 for completion of this stage and for certain works to 
prevent deterioration of the building and flooding of the basement until such time as funds 
are available to complete the wthole building. The final cost is likely to exceed the revised 
estimate of UP.84,488 referred to in the relevant section of the Treasurer’s Report for 1935-36 
owing to the substantial rise in the cost of building materials.

The estimates include a sum of £P.654, on account of services directly attributable to 
the disturbances, for a new pump and engine at Beisan necessitated by the increase in the 
in the forces stationed at that town (£P.614) and wiring the Jisr Majami Camp (J0P.4O). 

The main items under-spent were Reconstruction of Rifle Range, Samakh (iP.327), 
Pumping Station, Beisan (£ P.46), Reconstruction of Drainage System (i‘P.67), Wiring Jordan 
Area Posts (dEP.53), Roads in Jordan Area Camps (JEP.308); Reconstruction of Zerka Camp 
(£P.179), Roads in Trans-Jordan Camps (£P.98), Workshops and Techincal Stores, Zerka 
(JEP.159) and Survey of Camp Sites in Trans-Jordan (£ P.171). The main reason for the under¬ 
expenditure is postponement of or delay in execution of the works and services due to the 
disturbances.

208. In order to arrive at the deficit charged to Revenue the accounts of the Petah 
Tiqva and Kantara—Rafa Railways are excluded as the surpluses are subject to special ar¬ 
rangements. In the case of the Petah Tiqva Railway there is an obligation to pay interest to 
the colonists and to Government on their respective advances for the constructon of the line. 
The surpluses in previous years have been insufficient to pay this interest in full and at 31st 
March, 1937, after distribution of the year s surplus, there was an outstanding debt of 
£P.10,313 due to the Petah Tiqva colonists. 


209. The agreement provides for the repayment to the colonists of the amount advanced 
(JEE.20,000) with interest at the rate of 6% per annum but a prior charge exists in favour 
of the Government of Palestine in respect of interest on the excess cost of the line met by 
Government over the contribution by the colonists. That excess was £P.33,846. Any de¬ 
ficiency in the payment of interest to Government, together with interest at 5% thereon, has 
first to be met before the claim of the colonists is due for payment and any deficiency in 
respect of such payment also bears interest at the rate of 5% per annum. The agreement 
further provides that after meeting the charges for interest the net surplus shall be set aside 
to repay the loan of £E.20,000 made by the colonists. In 1923-24 £P.568 was repaid to the 
colonists and £P.267 in the year 1924-25. An amount of £P.2.868 of the net surplus of 
£P.5,574 in 1936-37 was absorbed in the repayment of interest to Government and is included 
in the Revenue of the Palestine Railways 
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210. Special arrangements were entered into regarding the Kantara—Rafa Railway 
with effect from 1st April 1933. Prior to this date a moiety of the profits of the Railway was 
credited to the Special (Renewals) Fund and a moiety of the profits was divided between His 
Majesty’s Government and the Palestine Railway in proportion to their capital interest in the 
Railway. This method of division entailed a special and complicated system of accounts to 
avoid which the General Manager proposed that the allocation of profits on a percentage basis 
Rliould give way to a commuted payment on a rental basis. The rental basis was approved 
and the sum of £P.4,000 was agreed upon as the annual rent to be paid by the Palestine Rail¬ 
way for the use of the line subject to reconsideration at the end of three years. This period 
expired on 31st March, 1936. The question of rental to be paid as from 1st April, 1936, will 
be considered as soon as the recommendations in Messrs. Price, Waterhouse and Company’s 
Rfport have been dealt with. A moiety of the profits (£P.36,344) resulting from the operation 
of the Kantara—Rafa Railway was contributed to the Kantara—Rafa Railway Special Fund, 
and the remainder (£P.36,343) was included in Palestine Railway Revenue. Expenditure 
includes a rental payment of £P.4,000 on this account. 

211. The net deficit charged to Government Expenditure under Head XXIX was 
therefore £ P.69,631 consisting of the deficits on the Palestine and Hijaz Railways which were 
£P.49,836 and £P.19,795 respectively.

213. Tourist traffic receipts showed a decline of approximately 31% as compared with 
1935-36. In ordinary passenger travelling, it is estimated that revenue declined by some 
b‘P.36,000 on the Palestine and El Kantara—Rafa Railways owing to the disturbances, but 
this was compensated to the extent of about £I\27,000 by additional military traffic. The 
passenger receipts on the Hijaz Railway showed an increase of £P.2,503 principally due to 
a marked decrease of road competition during the disturbances. 

214. The increase under goods transport is mainly clue to an increase of £P. 100,000 
on account of military transport and partly to the diversion of Jaffa cargoes to Haifa. Of 
the total increase £P.41,335 is represented by increased orange traffic.

Haifa Harbour Reclaimed Area, Building Deposits — £P.4,575. 

On the signing of the lease in respect of a site within the Haifa Harbour (Reclaimed 
Area) Estate, the lessees are required to deposit by way of guarantee a sum fixed in relation 
to the value of the building to be erected on the plot. The above amount represents the 
balance of these deposits at the 31st March, 1937. 

Haim Nathaniel (Trans-Desert Route — Iraq)— £P.10,000. 

This amount represents the guarantee given by Mr. Haim Nathaniel in respect of 
the concession granted for the operation of the trans-desert motor route between Iraq and 
Palestine via Amman. The sum is kept on fixed deposit with Barclays Bank (D.C.&.O.), 
Jerusalem. 

His Majesty’s Government — £P.1,793. 

This amount represents the value of stores belonging to the Kantara-Rafa Railway 
which have been taken over by the Palestine Railway or disposed of by sale. The Crown 
Agents for the Colonies will be asked to pay this amount to His Majesty r s Government. 

Immigrants’ Guarantees — £P.11,966. 

These deposits have been lodged by travellers entering Palestine as tourists as guarantees 
of compliance with the Immigration Laws. The money is collected at ports of entry and is 
refunded if the traveller complies with legal requirements; but it is forfeited if the traveller 
overstays the prescribed period of his stay in the country. The balance at the 31st March, 
1936. was £P.29,091 and the decrease during 1936-37 is due to the smaller number of travellers 
entering Palestine during the year. 

Insurance Companies’ Guarantee Deposits — £P.22,212. 

This account is in respect of cash deposits made by fifteen Insurance Companies in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions of the Companies Ordinance, 1929. The amount is on fixed 
deposit with Barclays Bank (D.C.&.O) Jerusalem, and includes an amount of £P.212 which 
represents, in three cases, the excess of the value of the securities deposited over the deposit 
required under the Companies Ordinance, 1929, viz: £P.1,000. Apart from these deposits, 
securities given by 71 other companies are held on behalf of Government by the Bank of 
England, the Crown Agents for the Colonies and by Barclays Bank (D.C.&.O.).

The advance to the Jerusalem Municipality for the construction of a new abattoir and 
incinerator was made during the years 1931-32 and 1932-33 and amounted to UP.17.894.423 
mils. The advance is recoverable in ten consecutive annual instalments, the first of which 
was paid in 1934-35 and at 31st March. 1937. a total of UP.5,368.326 mils had been repaid 
leaving UP.12,526.097 mils outstanding. The advance was made free of interest as it was 
needed in order to enable Government to comply with an essential condition of Mr. Rocke¬ 
feller’s donation for the construction of the Museum that the municipal abattoir and incinerator 
should be removed from the vicinity of the new" building. 

An advance of UP.9,143 was made to the Municipality of Haifa in connection with deve¬ 
lopments undertaken in the oil area under an approved town planning scheme. The advance 
wa- made on the understanding that refund would he obtained from the proceeds of a Better¬ 
ment Tax which it was proposed to levy on the owners of property included in the scheme; 
hut it has not yet been found possible to levy this owing to the refusal of the oil companies 
to pay the tax and the matter is now to he referred to arbitration as provided by the terms 
of the Town Planning Ordinance, 1936. The advance was made free of interest owing to 
the fact that the question of oil storage within a restricted area was largely concerned with 
*he development of Haifa Port and was not merely a matter of local interest. 

In consequence of cloudbursts over Tiberias in 1934. the sum of UP.6,267.359 mils 
was advanced by Government to the Municipality to enable the Council to meet the cost of 
essential road works. The authorised limit of the advance was UP.6,300 and the works ex¬ 
ecuted were:— 

(i) The construction of two new roads through the old town; 
fii) the construction of the road running towards the sea past the Tiberias Hotel; 

(Hi) the regrading of the arterial road ; and 
(iv) the building of a retaining wall. 

This advance is free of interest for the first five years and is not repayable during that 
period. Thereafter any unpaid portion of the advance bears interest at the current rate of 
interest on bank loans.

The balance in the Quarry Account was decreased during the year by a sum of £ P.10— 
representing cost of issues to works. 

In view of the fact that no stone has been quarried since 1932 and that the issues 
from the stock of quarried stone are negligible in amount, it was proposed that the asset 
should be written off. As, however, the quarry is favourably situated in an area which may 
be built up considerably in a few years it has been decided to take no action for its disposal 
at present. 

The previous authorised limit of dEP.20,000 set to the value of unallocated stores to be 
held by the Department of Poets and Telegraphs proved to be too low to serve the needs of 
the Department and authority was obtained in July, 1936, to raise this limit to £P. 30,000, 
subject to revision at the end of two years. Authority was also obtained in April, 1936, to 
raise to £P.30,000 the limit of fP.20,000 previously set to the value of unallocated stores to 
be held by the Public Works Department, subject to revision at the end of three years. 


LOAN EXPENDITURE. 

(Appendices VII, VIII and X). 

234. Expenditure from Loan Funds falls into two categories, namely— 

(a) Expenditure from the funds (fP.4,495,735) provided under the Palestine Govern¬ 
ment 5% Guaranteed Loan 1942/67, which amounted to iSP.511 in 1936-37 and to 
a total of £P.4,422,421 at the 31st March, 1937. 
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(b) Expenditure to be met from the proposed guaranteed Loan of £P.2,000,000 which 
is being defrayed from surplus balances pending the raising of the Loan. Ex¬ 
penditure on this account in 1936-37 was £P. 119,917 and the total expenditure at 
the 31st March, 1937, since the commencement of the various works was 
£P.1,172,841. 

235. Net expenditure during the year 1936-37 from funds provided from the Palestine

Jaffa Port Improvements. 

236. As explained in para. 205 of this Report the revised estimated cost of improve¬ 
ments at the Port of Jaffa is now £P.465,463 of which fP.261,463 is chargeable to surplus 
balances under Head XXVII and £P.204,000 to Loan Funds. 

Of the provision under the Loan Schedule a sum of £P.203,501 had been expended 
at the 31st March, 1936, leaving a balance of £P.499 which was expended in 1936-37. Of 
the sum of £P.261,463 chargeable to surplus balances a sum of £P.246,291 had been ex¬ 
pended during the years 1934-35, 1935-36 and 1936-37, the expenditure in the respective 
years being £P.31,138, £P.152,283 and £P.62,870. A sum of £P.15,172 therefore remains 
1o be expended on this work from surplus balances to meet outstanding bills. 

Haifa Harbour Construction. 

237. The total expenditure to the 31st March, 1937, was £P.1,210,921. The ex¬ 
penditure at the 31st March, 1936, amounted to £P. 1,212,395 and the decrease in ex¬ 
penditure during 1936-37 is accounted for by credits in respect of the sale of stores. Some 
materials stilll remain to be disposed of and charges have still to be met for staff leave 
and passages and Crown Agents charges etc. Any further sums that may be realised from 
the sale of surplus stores, plant and materials will be credited to Loan funds. 

Government Printing Press. 

238. A sum of £P.3,042 was expended in September, 1933, on the acquisition of a 
site for the Printing Office near the Jerusalem Railway Station. Construction of the building 
and installation of plant and machinery was virtually completed in 1935. Expenditure during 

1936- 37 amounted to £P. 1,486 and the total expenditure incurred under this head at the 31st 
March, 1937, was £P.38,751 leaving an unexpended loan bala nce of £P.591which is required, 
together with a further sum of £P.538 under Head XXVIII of which £P.538 is provided in 

1937- 38 to meet payment to the contractor of retention monies in respect of the building. In 
addition to expenditure under Loan Funds it became necessary to provide a sum of £P.4.651 
under Head XXVITI of which £P.4,058 was for the purchase of machinery and £P.593 for 
the excess cost of the building. Of this additional provision a sum of £P.3,253 was expended 
during 1935-36 and £P.860 in 1936-37. 

239. Details of expenditure incurred in anticipation of the issue of the new loan are

Jerusalem Water Supply. 

240. During 1934-35 a sum of £P. 140,650 was expended on the purchase of piping 
etc., and the total expenditure to the 31st March, 1935, amounted to JBP.199,633. During 
1935-36 a further sum of j 6P.152,295 was expended on this project under Advances in Anti¬ 
cipation of the Proposed Loan and a sum of £ P.5, 111 from Head XXVII making a total at 
that date of £ P.357,039. In 1936-37 a further sum of iP.18,072 was expended under Ad¬ 
vances in Anticipation of the Loan and a sum of fP.18,479 from Head XXVIII making a 
total at that date of £P.393,590. The revised estimated cost of the work, including the sum 
allocated to the Jerusalem Municipality is dBP.405,990. 

The amount included in the Loan Schedule for this work is £P.370.000 hut the final 
estimate of cost is d£P.405,990 and the excess is being met from surplus balances. At the 
31st March, 1937, total expenditure amounted to jGP. 393,590 of which fP.364,474 was in¬ 
curred on Government’s part of the scheme and fP.29,116 on the Municipal part. 

The work carried out in 1936-37 virtually completed construction outside the Municipal 
area but a further sum of ^P.2,800 is required to meet outstanding commitments on the 
section of the scheme outside the Municipal area, and a sum of £P.9,600 is still required by 

the Jerusalem Municipality for completion of works inside the Municipal area. 

# 

Jerusalem Drainage Scheme. 

241. The estimated cost of this work is £ P.150,000 and a sum of £ P.51.875 had 
been expended at the 31st March, 1937. The scheme is being executed by the Jerusalem 
Municipality. The works outside the Municipal area have been commenced but progress 
during 1936-37 was retarded by the disturbances. It is now estimated that a sum of d6P.42,000 
will be expended in 1937-38 and that the work will be completed in the following year. 


Haifa Drainage Scheme. 

242. At the 31st March, 1937, a total sum of J6P.4.438 had been 
Haifa Drainage Scheme. Payments made cover the salaries of the Engineer 
on preliminary works. The total expenditure in 1936-37 amounted to £\ 


Haifa Water Supply. 

243. A sum of £P.504 was expended during 1934-35 in connection with the visit of 
an expert to advise on the question of a suitable and adequate water supply for Haifa. In 
1935-36 a first payment of £ P.800 was made on account of Government contribution to the 
Mount Carmel Water Supply Co-operative Society Ltd., for the erection of a water reservoir 
of 600 cubic metres capacity. In 1936-37 the total expenditure under this item amounted to 
J6P.2.394 making in all an expenditure of £ P.3,698 at the 31st March, 1937. 

A Resident Engineer has been appointed by the Consulting Engineers to pursue the 
investigations but the disturbances made the work more difficult and added expense due to 
the measures of protection adopted to safeguard life and property on isolated boring sites. 
The sinking of trial bores, of which five have been made, is continuing. The cost of the 
investigations is being borne under Head XXVIII, Pnblic Works Extraordinary but it is 
likely that the cost of successful bores will in due course be transferred to loan funds. 


Hebron Water Supply. 

244. The original estimate of the cost of the work was £P.10,000 but a sum of 
fP.10,004 had been expended at the 31st March, 1937, as the provision in the loan schedule 
eventually proved insufficient to complete the scheme owing to the need for the purchase 
of a larger pump. The sum required on this account is J6P.400 and provision in this amount 
has been inserted in the draft Estimates for 1937-38. The excess expenditure of £P .4 in 
1936-37 was charged to Head XXVIII, Public Works Extraordinary. 
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Water Supply Schemes. 

245. The total provided for these schemes is 4>P.73,000 consisting of:—

A sum of £ P.1,263 was expended under (i) in 1936-37 and at 31st March, 1937, the 
total expenditure amounted to £P.5,393. 

Under the scheme for underground water investigations the total expenditure at the 
31 st March, 1937, amounted to j£P.17,362 of which the sum of £P.2,99l was expended in 
L936-37. The scheme provides for the sinking of forty three bore holes and at the 31st March. 
1937, eight bores had been completed, one was closed down and four were still under 
construction. Four boring plants are engaged on the work but it has been found necessary 
to release them from time to time for work outside the scheme and this has occasioned con¬ 
siderable delay in carrying out the scheme as originally contemplated. Moreover the average 
cost per bore has proved to be greatly in excess of the original estimate. The question of 
the future of the scheme is now under consideration. 

Under scheme (iii) a total of 220 schemes had been approved by the Village Water 
Supply Committee at the 31st December, 1936, but the necessary formalities had been com¬ 
pleted in respect of 206 schemes only and of these approximately 178 were completed by 
the 31st March, 1937, and sixteen schemes were in hand on that date. The expenditure on 
this scheme amounted to £P.38,234 at the 31st March, 1937, of which the sum of jfcT.5,961 
was expended in 1936-37. 

Government Arab College. 

246. The sum provided for the first stage of the Government Arab College is £P.27,000 
of which fP.24,096 had been expended at the 31st March, 1937. The building as at present 
constructed consists of block ‘A' only, with necessary appurtenances, but other facilities such 
as playground, tennis courts, access road, etc., are eminently desirable and will be provided 
as soon as may be practicable. 

Government Schools in Towns. 

247. The position regarding expenditure on the construction of Government Schools 
in towns is explained in para. 205, item 135 of this memorandum. The total sum expended 
from funds provided under the proposed Loan Schedule at the 31st March, 1937, was fP.59,531. 

Capital Grants to Jewish Institutions. 

248. The total expenditure during 1935-36 amounted to ±\P.10,206 and to £P.6,419 
in 1936-37. Certain grants have only been partially made, as in the case of the Technical 
School at Haifa, owing to delay in obtaining the necessary equipment or in fulfilment by 
the institutions concerned of the conditions of the grants as in the case of the Trade School 
at Tel-Aviv. 

Government Technical and Trade School. 

249. The position regarding the construction of the Trade School at Haifa is explained 
in para. 205, item 26 of this memorandum. The sum charged to Loan Funds at the 31st 
March, 1937, amounted to £P.37,712. 

Jerusalem Post Office. 

250. The sum provided for this work under the projwsed Loan Schedule is £P. 156.000 ; 
but it became necessary to provide a further sum of £P.7,500 under Head XXVII owing to 
an increase in the estimated cost of construction. Of the total of £ P.163.500 a sum of 
±*P.44,000 is required for equipment and ^P.119,500 is required for the buildings. The 
total expenditure at the 31st March, 1937, was jEP.

(2) The Stock will be paid off at par at the Bank of England on the 1st November,1967, but 
the Palestine Government reserve to themselves the right to repay the loan at par on any 
half-yearly interest date on and after 1st November, 1942, on three months notice being 
given in the London Gazette and in the Times. 

(3j The Permanent Secretary of the Treasury, the Permanent Under Secretary of State for 
the Colonies and the Governor of the Bank of England, all for the time being, have been 
nominated by the British Treasury as Trustees of the Fund. 

(4) The value of the Investments bv the Trustees at middle market price on 31st March, 
1937, was £409,887.3.7d.
